Being 
himself in a comparitive e good con- 
dition, he did not att act the ex- 
tremely earthly spirits who had 
climatic difficulties to c itend with. 
His teachings compare with his 
conditions — influences a little lower 
than himself, whose phi' ssophy was 
the outcome of their sui ring — and 
as much higher as he hi: self aspired 
for perfection, or could understand 
truth —the latter depe ding much 
on man’s knowing hin self, for in 
self-knowledge lies the pc ver of com- 

rehension, the laws of 1 iture. Self. 
Ee age is the key to truth. Soc- 
rates knew this. But t] : Pharasees 
of his time would no have him 
wiser than they, and in ited him to 
take his departure out o the body. 

With the last remark my whole 
soul went out to the clas ical history 
of Greece, and in a 1 oment, we 
found ourselves amid he most ex- 
quisite surroundings — ii a world of 
art and culture. 

“The heavens of anci nt Greece, 
remarked George. It ] as saved us 
the journey across. In a oul- thought 
action is combined. his is the 
home of our friend and o hers of that 
period. When I said th Greek heav- 
en was on earth, I m int that of 
the modern type. We iave gotten 
up into the regions aga n where we 
can bathe in the philos: hy of life. 
Now, dream, if you like 

I did dream. I gave way to the 
sweet sence of inspiratio as it touch- 
ed me; asked no questi 1s and ques- 
tioned nothing. Took in all that 
crowded itself into my Hul. It was 
like the sweetest mu: c vibrating 
through the air; like angel zephers 
fanning delight into m being; like 
fairy moonlight charm ng me into 
an appreciation of e>istence. It 
surely was a classical heaven and 
filled me with highly hilosophical 
thoughts, largely such that might 
be styled metaphysica of which 
many were almost to subtle for 
analysis. They embra ed problems 
that required geometr al precision 
for salution or discussion. In fact, 

eometry seemed to e ter all prob- 
eine that touched m here, and 1 
realized what a feast v as being sac- 
rificed by my ignoranc of that sci. 
ence. Before visiting t e heavens of 
ancient Greece, study n ithematics, I 
say to all. In it lies th key to their 
book of knowledge. E hies, fortun- 
ately, was mine, and so I had one 
channel open for the c mprehension 
of the beautiful mor d teachings, 
that were wreathed i their philo- 
sophy. I also sense: a punty of 
thought in the surro ndings that 
was animating, upliftii and condu- 
sive of mental growth and develop - 
ment. Its after effect vas cheering, 
and I never recalled tl at experience 
without a sense of dee; gratification 
and delight for the go od it did me. 
It furmshed me Weh food for 
thought and comparis« 1 - including 
an aid to the com, ehension of 
human nature in gen ral — for the 
compiling of this narri ive. The in- 

irations imbibed th re contained 
the essence of all mo: ul teachings. 
Thus it proved a wel- spring from 
which I could draw a: libitum.

“Every animal eaten, you 
must remember, dies a practically pain- 
less death. * * He does not antici- 
pate death, he suffers no mental tor- 
ture.” I cannot imagine whence you 
draw the reasons for such a belief. The 
slaughter system from beginning to end 
is one of cruelty and suffering. We 
should not take the ideal as the basis of 
argument, but facta as they are. The 
freezing and starvation on the western 
plains; the horrors of transportation by 
sea and land; the agonizing marches 
over hot and dusty roads; the brutality 
in slaughter houses, both public and 
private, the scent of blood, the fear, the 
struggle, the death by multiplied blows 
—ali these are facts too well known to 
admit of denial. A chain is no stronger 
than its weakest link; a practice is no 
better than the worst of its inevitable 
results. 

You say, “Not alone the human race 
is carnivorous. * * * Every great 
cause involves the sacrifice of human 
lives. Because, through the imperfec- 
tions and depravity of man, this is so 
far so, is that a reason why it ought to 
be so? The vegetarian does not object 
to the taking of life—he objects to the 
unnecessary taking of life. 

You say, A sudden change to vege- 
tarianism would be detrimental to the 
vigor of the race.“ Many an individual, 
including the writer, has made this sud- 
den change to his permanent welfare, 
mental and physical. You speak of the 
low state of the rice-cating population 
of China. How about the magnificent 
state of the vegetarian peasantry of 
Scotland, Ireland, France, Turkey, Swe 
den, Japan? Does vegetarianism weaken 
the mind? Ask the admirers of Plutarch, 
Shelley, Gray, Pope. Milton, Rousseau, 
Lamartine, Buffon, Benjamin Ward Rich- 
ardson, Wagner, Remenyi, Benjamin 
Franklin and many others who have 
contributed to the worlds history and 
who were vegetarians. 

But, you say had man not eaten meat 
the flocks and herds of today would 
not exist, and we would not have our 
wool and onr leather. What, then, is to 
prevent the raising of flocks for their 
wool? And, as for leather, does the ed- 
itor think man’s ingenuity is so feeble 
that in the absence of leather, it would 
not find a substitute? In fact we have 
many such substitutes now. The old 
earth teems with riches untold, waiting 
only for the magic wand of necessity to 
extract them. But, you say, without

same land devoted to cereal and fruit 
raising would support a dozen times the 
population it can support by the raising 
of flesh; and finally by every lofty human 
thought and feeling, which shrinks from 
bloodshed, cruelty and injustice, and 
disdains to impose upon others those 
degrading tasks we ourselves repudiate.
